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PREFACE. 



The difficulties of English orthography are very 
largely exhausted in the common words, if not, indeed, 
in the monosyllables of the language. And the more 
common the word misspelled, the more doubtful is the 
literacy of the writer. We attach much more discredit 
to the misspelling of "does," "which," "having," and 
" getting," than to the misspelling of a word not fre- 
quently written. It is wrong to assign to children who 
misspell the commonest words, words they will scarcely 
use in their compositions after they have learned to 
spell them. But a child who understands and has 
mastered the difficulties of spelling in a vocabulary of 
three or four thousand of the most common words, is a very 
accurate speller for the words he will ordinarily use in 
writing ; for other words it is very proper that he should 
consult his dictionary. 

It would not be an impossible task to determine by 
statistics, approximately, the few hundred, or even 
thousand, words most often written in English. There 
are defined in the Century Dictionary about two hun- 
dred thousand words ; but the vast majority of these 
are seldom, if ever, heard in conversation, and not much 
oftener seen in print. According to Max Muller, " a 
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well-educated person who has been at a public school 
in England and at an English University, who reads 
his Bible and his Shakespeare, and all the books in 
Mudie's Library, that is, nineteen-twentieths of all the 
books published in England, seldom uses more than 
three or four thousand words in conversation." Shake- 
speare's works contain fifteen thousand different words, 
Milton used eight thousand, the King James's version 
of the Old Testament has less than six thousand, and 
Robinson Crusoe, three thousand. 

Professor Kirkpatrick estimates the number of words 
in the vocabulary of a man who reads much to be from 
fifteen thousand to twenty-five thousand, of which, 
according to the testimony of Max Muller and rheto- 
ricians generally, he uses probably not more than from 
one-fifth to one-third. Professor Kirkpatrick's esti- 
mated rate of increase in the vocabulary of children 
over two years of age would fix the number of words 
with which a child of twelve is acquainted at about 
seven to twelve thousand. An investigation by the 
writer leads him to conclude that all the different words 
used by a class of children below the high school, in 
composition, will seldom exceed six thousand words. 

This speller is the result of an attempt (1) to deter- 
mine approximately the words most commonly used in 
elementary school work ; (2) to discover to what extent 
the difficulties of spelling, occurring in these common 
words, could be systematically encountered and over-

come ; and (3) to apply the results, so far as is possible 
in English, toward the rational teaching of spelling. 

The word-list was made after a most painstaking 
record of the occurrence of words in: 

1. Representative text-books in the several subjects 
of study in elementary schools. 

2. Complete vocabularies, of twenty-two children 
from two to five years of age. 

3. School papers of children in primary and grammar 
schools. 

The words were arranged in classes according to 
frequency of use, those occurring the greatest number 
of times being placed at the head of the list. Begin- 
ning at the head of the list, i.e., with such words as 
" the," " and," " it," the words were classified, according , 
to uniformity of spelling, into phonic groups, represent 
ing, so far as they exist, the regularities of English 
spelling. And it is the idea of regularity, and not of 
irregularity, which must, by all means, be given the 
child at his first step into the systematic study of spell- 
ing. The neglect of the idea of regularity has not a 
little to do with the confusion existing in the minds of 
so many children in the matter of spelling. 

From that part of the list which is printed in Part I 
and Part II of the Speller, the very simplest words, 
and those which occur in the phonic groups, have been 
dropped, so that the phonic groups have largely replaced 
the first part of the original list. What is. left of the 
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original list in Parts I and II consists chiefly of the 
words which could not, at the point at which they 
occur, at least, be classified in the phonic groups ; and 
they represent, up to that point in the Speller, the 
irregularities of spelling. These words should be learned 
by sight only, and they will, when learned in that way, 
work no confusion. 

From that part of the list which is printed in Part III 
and Part IV have been dropped those words whose 
difficulties have been mastered by the learning of the 
words occurring previously in the list. However, the 
words which have been dropped from the list are repre- 
sented very largely in the groups for phonic or special 
drill, and are, for the most part, the words which occur 
with dashes to indicate missing letters. While the 
word-list contains only about three thousand words, it 
actually represents five thousand words of the original 
list, and practically, by its classification of difficulties, 
several thousand more. 

No attempt has been made to include in the list 
proper names and semi-technical and technical terms. 
Such words do not properly belong to a list of this 
kind. The teacher is well aware when children come 
upon these words, and when they will first need to write 
them ; and such words should receive attention in their 
due season, which no Speller can anticipate. 

In some cases the original order of the list has been 
slightly broken, in the grouping together of the words 
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of a Part which are related in meaning ; but practically 
the order of the words as fixed by the count has been 
kept. 

The classes for phonic drill and for the development 
of rules have not been intended to be exhaustive, except 
so far as the original list is concerned. The method of 
separating the phonic groups from the list obviates 
whatever objection there is to such groups in spelling- 
books, and at the same time furnishes the very neces- 
sary drill in the phonic difficulties of our language. 
More than ninety-five per cent of the errors in the spell- 
ing of monosyllables are in the vowels. In the phonic 
groups, dashes have been used instead of vowels in the 
less common words, and in those which were dropped 
from the word-list, as before mentioned, both to call 
the child's attention to the point of difficulty and to 
give him, in some slight degree, a sense of mastery 
over new words. 

Care has been taken to guard against doubt as to the 
meaning of each homonym as it occurs, and to avoid 
the error of placing homonyms before young children 
in juxtaposition in sentences. 

It is hoped that the " Suggestions to Teachers " will 
throw some helpful light on the psychology and peda- 
gogy of spelling which will be serviceable to teachers 
using this book. That there are imperfections in the 
book, that it will receive many just criticisms, the 
author is well aware ; but he believes the book will be 
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of service to many, and, if faithfully used, will enable 
the teacher, without spending ' more than a proper 
amount of time on this subject, to teach children, be- 
fore their seventh year in school, to be good spellers, 
within a limited, though adequate, vocabulary.

SUGGESTIONS TO TEACHERS. 



Spelling may involve four images of a word, the 
auditory image, the sight image, the motor image of 
the vocal organs, and the motor image of the hand. 
Educators have differed as to the relative value of these 
four images in correct spelling. Probably the exact value 
of each cannot be determined, nor is it at all essen- 
tial that it should be. Each reinforces and strengthens 
the others, and none need be ignored. The auditory 
image is prominent in the spelling of phonetic words 
by one instructed in phonics, the sight image in the 
case of the deaf, the articulatory image in the old 
fashioned oral spelling, and the motor image in the 
case of all who write much. These differ more or less 
in different individuals. Some persons, when in doubt, 
repeat the word to themselves, some try to picture it 
upon the wall, some repeat the letters, and others trace 
the word with the finger or pencil. 

German Schiller experimented with German children 
to discover, if possible, the relative value of the different 
word images in correct spelling. His tests fell under 
eleven divisions as follows :

The results tended to prove that hearing was the 
least helpful as a guide in spelling; that there were 
fewer errors when hearing was reinforced by speech 
movement; that speaking aloud helped more than 
speaking softly ; and that the errors were much lessened 
when hearing was reinforced by the writing movement. 
Seeing proved to be a much better guide in spelling 
than hearing, was reinforced by speech movement, and 
still more by writing movement. Spelling (hearing 
the letters named) was more helpful than seeing, except 
seeing with writing movement ; and copying with speak- 
ing (naming the letters) softly was most helpful of all. 
The following is the order fixed by the tests : 

1. Copying with speaking (naming 7. Seeing alone 

the letters softly) 8. Hearing with writing move- 

2. Copying with speaking aloud ment 

3. Seeing with writing movement 9. Hearing with speaking aloud 

4. Spelling 10. Hearing with speaking softly 

5. Seeing with speaking aloud 11. Hearing alone. 

6. Seeing with speaking softly 



SUGGESTIONS TO TEACHERS. XI 

Practically, the only object of teaching spelling is' 
correct writing. Dr. Balliet has well emphasized the 
importance of making spelling an automatic act of the 
hand. However, this follows rather than accompanies 
the learning of correct spelling. The hand may acquire 
incorrectness as well as correctness in spelling, and per- 
fect knowledge should precede the acquisition of autom- 
atism of hand. This fact puts further stress upon 
the importance of copying, which furnishes a perfect 
guide to the hand. 

This automatic spelling . of the hand, strictly, can 
occur only when the attention is centered upon the 
thought to be expressed, and not on the form of the 
word which is being written ; therefore, the field of its 
exercise is in composition rather than in the writing of 
separate words. But this, again, follows rather than 
accompanies the knowledge of words. Automatism 
necessitates a previous and perfect knowledge of the 
word form, for if there is need of the mind to dwell 
upon the word in the writing, it can not hold to the 
thought at the same time, and there is no automatism. 
The automatic act of the hand in spelling is analogous 
to the action of the hand of the musician. The con- 
trol has been delegated to lower centers, but there was 
necessary first the often repeated conscious effort. 
Drill in the writing of isolated word forms has its place 
in the teaching of spelling. 

Moreover, there is reasonable doubt whether autom- 
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atism in writing ever reaches a high degree of perfec- 
tion even in the case of mature scholars. The arm and 
hand are unable to keep pace with the swift thought 
and either lag behind, stop the flow of thought, or skip. 
Eveiy scholar can recall errors in writing which were 
by no means due to lack of knowledge of word forms. 
Tests of the automatic circuit in writing showed errors 
of omission, insertion, inversion, and substitution. It 
is a very limited automatism, certainly, that can be 
expected of primary children. 

Certain mental characteristics or habits may produce 
in individuals what have been termed " constitutionally 
bad spellers." Miss Wyckoff found three distinct modes 
of directing attention in fixing the sight image of a 
word. In the first, the impression made is of the char- 
acteristic features of the word ; in the second, an im- 
pression of the word as a whole with distinct parts ; 
and in the third, of individual but unrelated letters. 
The first furnishes the greatest number of constitution- 
ally bad spellers, and the third the least number. Miss 
Wyckoff concludes : * 

1. Many constitutionally bad spellers have defective 
sight ; some defective hearing. 

2. The causes that have operated to impair the 
sight or hearing have frequently impaired the retentive 
power. 

3. Constitutionally bad spelling may in part be the re- 
sult of a strong natural bent toward selective attention.

4. In such cases, where the syllable method of 
teaching might be especially ineffective, the mechani- 
cal memory would be helped by assisting attention in 
its selection. For example, above the word " separate " 
might be written, as an invitation to the eye, the

letters, p-a-r, Sep a rate. 

5. Apperceptive methods should be employed from 
the outset in the teaching of spelling. 

" For the class of students just mentioned they are a 
necessity ; for all they are an economy. The children 
could use a set of cards, each containing a word so 
chosen as to furnish material for induction, in the find- 
ing of root, prefix, and suffix, and the meaning of each. 
Then, using these as tracers, they could notice in read- 
ing and blackboard exercise such new words as con- 
tained the familiar elements. These words, separate, 
preparatory, and reparation could form the nucleus of 
such a group for the use of children old enough to 
understand their meaning. 

" It might be well to devise some exercise for per- 
fecting the automatic circuit. Possibly practice in 
writing with hand concealed might be of service, use 
being made of selections that had been memorized." 

The fact that, in Schiller's tests, spelling stood fourth 
in securing accuracy suggests that the old method of 
naming the letters has more value than has generally 
been accorded it in late years. It has its value in both 
phonetic and unphonetic words, but, at the start, only 
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the phonetic words should be spelled by letter, for 
spelling by letter is semi-phonetic spelling, and, for the 
sake of the sense of uniformity, oral spelling should at 
first coincide with the phonic drills. 

While hearing is not an accurate guide in spelling, 
nevertheless it must always have a prominent part in 
the teaching of spelling to normal children. If the 
words of our language were always represented by un- 
varying phonetic characters, spelling would present few 
difficulties and the ear would be a safe guide under all 
circumstances. This is really true in the case of very 
many words in English, and the ear should certainly be 
utilized in learning to spell them. These words only 
should be given to young children to spell orally or 
phonetically at the start that the idea of regularity 
may be thoroughly established before exceptions are 
encountered. Later the exceptions which form uni- 
form groups should be thoroughly learned, first as 
uniform groups, and then noted as exceptions to the 
most common group. 

SPECIFIC DIRECTIONS. 

Teachers can best judge as to what Part of the 
Speller should be used with their classes. Part I, 
used with discretion, will prove a valuable aid in 
Grade I and Grade II. As a drill book, Part I is 
well adapted for Grade III, and Part II for Grade IV 
or Grade V. Simple as these Parts are, they contain 
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much that children in higher grades have never well 
learned, and they contain nothing that all children 
should not learn. Parts I, II, and III really contain 
the essentials of English orthography, and are worthy 
the attention of children of any grade who have not 
mastered them. Part III is well adapted for Grade V 
or Grade VI, and Part IV for Grade VI or Grade VII. 

It may not be best always, perhaps, to follow the 
exact order of the book. Each teacher should decide 
this for herself. 

The following method of procedure is suggested: 
Have the children (1) spell the words by sound and 
pronounce them, including the words with missing 
letters; (2) spell the words by letter; (3) copy, sup- 
plying missing letters. Test the children in oral 
spelling and written spelling. In spelling by sound, 
have the children combine such letters as naturally 
make up one sound in orninary pronunciation. For 
example, een, eep, and, ack, atch, ing, ame, ike, ight, 
and the like, should be sounded and come to be recog- 
nized by the children as wholes. In such words as 
came, ate, pine, home, the final e was originally added 
to indicate the length of the sounded vowel. Children 
will readily come to recognize the effect of this final 
e and to distinguish between the sound of a in at and 
a in ate, between i in pin and i in pine, and the like. 
The use of diacritical marks and the crossing out of 
the final e is round-about, unnecessary, and undesir- 
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able at this stage. The same applies, of course, to 
words in which the sounded vowel is lengthened by a 
vowel immediately following, as a in rain, e in east, o 
in road, and the like. So also the diacritical mark is 
unnecessary in the case of a followed by r, o followed 
by Id, i followed by ght, and the like, the peculiar 
combination in each case determining the sound of the 
vowel. Even the exceptions are, in a degree, regular, 
and may be cared for, in due season, in the minor 
groups or elsewhere. 

An important point is, at the start, to confirm the 
idea of regularity and keep the exceptions in the back- 
ground. Therefore, only the words of the phonic 
groups should be spelled by sound or by naming letters 
at first. Much should be made of copying, and the 
children should study the words from lists in their 
own hand writing. The children should be taught 
to name the letters mentally as they copy each word. 

It is very important that children should write 
the words in sentences as well as in lists. Since the 
words are, for the most part, perfectly familiar to the 
children, the pupils will have no difficulty in using 
them in sentences of their own. Sometimes the 
teacher will prefer to compose and dictate the sen- 
tences. An excellent way is for the teacher and the 
children together to compose short stories containing 
the words of the lessons, the teacher writing at the 
board as the children compose the story. One will 
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often be surprised at the facility and interest of the 
children in such an exercise, and the sentences thus 
prepared are of much greater value than printed se- 
lections because they have the advantage of spon- 
taneity and bear much more directly upon the words 
of the lessons, the writing of which, in sentences, is 
of course, the main object in view. 

The following is an illustrative exercise of this sort 
on the words included in, or just proceeding, the sight 
words on page 5. 

A man had a big, black cat. He said she would 
catch and eat the rats which were in his house. The 
house was large and beautiful. There were great, 
green trees before it and many very pretty flowers. 
You would laugh to see the cat spring over the flowers. 

There is not a single word in the above which is not 
contained in the list of words studied. 

Let the children notice for themselves, in the drill 
for Rules, what words drop e on adding ing, and what 
words double the last letter. A general rule should 
not be expected at this point. 

The same general suggestions apply to Part II. By 
the time the drills of Part II have been finished, cer- 
tainly, children should be practiced in spelling all words 
orally. 

When Part III is reached the diacritical marks of 
the dictionary in use ,in the school should be taught, 
and the children drilled in marking the words of the 
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lesson. But the phonetic form given in the dictionary 
should never be copied, as, for example, (strat) for 
straight. 

By this time also should begin drill in syllabication. 
Children should be able to divide the words of the 
lesson into syllables, and should always, in oral spelling, 
indicate, either by a pause or by pronouncing, the 
division of syllables. 

DEVICES. 

There are many legitimate devices which may be 
used to enliven instruction in spelling. In oral spelling 
there is none better than the old-fashioned spelling 
match. In the winter months, when the out-door 
contests and games are limited, spelling clubs may be 
formed for matches among pupils of the same school 
or neighboring schools. Occasionally, the old-fashioned 
line-up spelling class, with its classic custom of " going 
above," which Whittier has immortalized, will be 
greatly appreciated by the children. Many classes will 
enjoy rising at their seats, one spelling a word, the 
next another word beginning with the last letter of the 
word previously spelled, and so on around the class, 
each being seated as soon as he misses a word. The 
game may be varied by confining the words to certain 
subjects suited to the class, as articles in a grocery 
store, or what may be seen on the street, or terms used 
in arithmetic. 
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If the teacher keeps a record of words frequently 
misspelled in compositions, as she ought to do, the list 
may be used to arouse the emulation of two or more 
, divisions of the children*. Captains may be chosen to 
record mistakes of opponents, the side showing the best 
record for a certain period to be granted some privilege 
or honor. For individual seat work, modifications of 
some of the familiar spelling games, such as Anagrams, 
Alphabet Game, Loto, Synthesis, writing words from 
pictures, word building, may be helpful. Some spell- 
ing games are of doubtful value, especially with young 
children, and the teacher must decide what games may 
be made helpful to her particular children. 

SUMMARY. 

Copying is the best single means to good spelling, 
but every means should be utilized. 

Children should not be too early repressed in lip- 
movement in writing and studying. 

When words are studied, they should be studied from 
copies in child's own handwriting. 

The study of phonics is an economy in the study of 
spelling. 

Children should first gain the idea of regularity in 
phonic and oral spelling. 

Naming the letters is a valuable reinforcement to 
other means of learning to spell. Children should be 
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instructed to name the letters softly as they copy. 
(This does not apply to the so-called " Sight Words " 
of Parts I. and II.). 

Children should never be allowed to prepare a spell- , 
ing-lesson simply by naming letters from printed page, 
as is so commonly done. 

There are sound pedagogical reasons for having 
children write isolated word forms, as well as sen- 
tences. 

With primary children, at least, words of same sound 
but different spelling should not be placed in conjunc- 
tion. The more common word should be thoroughly 
taught before its homonyn is encountered. No refer- 
ence should be made to the one sound and the two 
spellings. These words should be written in sentences 
always. 

Children who spell poorly should be tested as to eye- 
sight and hearing. 

The training of sight and hearing in young children, 
and of the automatic circuit in older children, properly 
may be included in the teaching of spelling. 

Children should be trained to note the letter or 
letters most likely to be missed in a difficult word. 

Drills in apperception according to Miss Wyckoff's 
suggestion should be devised.

SYLLABLES 

There are as many syllables in a word as 
there are distinct vowel sounds. 1 A word of 
one syllable is called a monosyllable ; a word 
of two syllables is called a dissyllable ; a 
word of several syllables is called a poly- 
• syllable. 

Syllabication, or the division of words 
into syllables, is best learned by observation. 
But there are a few rules which will help. 

Rule I Two or more letters which are 
naturally sounded together, whether vowels 
or consonants, are not to be separated, as sh 
in bish op, th in fa ther, or ou in confound. 

Rule II. Two vowels coming together and 
sounded separately belong to separate sylla- 
bles, as in vi o lin, sci ence. 

Rule III When a consonant, or two or 
more consonants which are naturally sounded 
together, comes between two sounded vowels, 
it naturally joins the following vowel, as in 
re vere, va ry. 

1 In English I and n sometimes have vowel value.

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Exception. When the preceding vowel is 
short and accented, and sometimes when 
short and not accented, as in ven er a Me, im ag ine. • 

Eide IV. When two or more consonants 
not capable of beginning a syllable come be- 
tween two sounded vowels, one or more, 
but not all of them, is joined to the preced- 
ing vowel, as in afford, con cem, an chor. 

Exception. When a derivative retains the 
spelling and accentuation and meaning of 
the root or the original word, as in bank er, 
add ing, dress es.
